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EDITORIAL. 


THE LOUD VOICES! 


PRIDE and passion, prejudice and humility, are popular sub- 
jects for philosophers who wish to generalise on human 
behaviour in the world at large. 


They become very delicate subjects, however, when re- 
lated to particular groups or individuals. Even more delicate 
when the latter are colleagues or associates. 


This preamble leads us to that curious anomaly in the 
behaviour pattern of people who, possessing only mediocre 
or less than mediocre qualities of leadership and general 
ability, and hence usually dwelling on the lower rungs of the 
ladder of success, are precisely the people who feel that they 
have nothing to learn from others and are, on the contrary, 
the loudest denunciators and the most destructive critics of 
those who have through sheer ability clawed their way slightly 
higher up the ladder or those who have been elected or ap- 
pointed to positions of authority. 


At all community meetings, large, small or special, these 
are the people who level the finger of destructive criticism and 
accusation, and allow their tongues free rein in a manner that 
provokes nothing but time-wasting dissension. 


When they are themselves called upon to perform the 
smallest of co-operative duties that would assist others in pro- 
viding something for the community as a whole, their re- 
actions are partly or completely negative. 


For instance, why is is that, with several thousands of 
people in the soccer community hungering for news about all 
the clubs in all the leagues, and with a few zealous workers 
trying hard to satisfy the need, a large number of the smaller 
clubs — the loud voices — find that the filling in once weekly 
of the simple form provided for the purpose, and its prompt 
despatch to “Soccer News,” is a task that is beyond them?

TOO MUCH 
“SOCK” IN 
SOCCER? 


@ LAST Saturday two high-ranking First 
Division players were sent off midway 
through the second half. of the Hakoah- 
Wilhelmina game at Middle Park. When the 
injury bulletin for both sides was issued 
afterwards, no fewer than eight players 
were on it. Press reports denounced ‘the 
game as “a fracas.” Others said it re- 
sembled a Rugby match. 
@ Is this what soccer is coming to? Is this 
what the fans have got to put up with every 
Saturday? Remember it is not the first time 
science has been kicked over the stands. 
@ Honest to goodness endeavour we want, 
but over-zealousness, childish tantrums and 
downright dirty play must be stamped out. 
@ Just to find out what the clubs concerned 
in the latest flare-up ‘think, we asked them 
to comment on the growing accusation, 
‘Division 1 is getting too rough.” Here are 
their replies, 
@ WILHELMINA: Yes, it is too rough as 
far as we are concerned at this stage. Our 
side are told, “Go out and play 100 per cent. 
soccer.” But they have been doing it against 
difficult odds. We are just up from the 
Second Division, where there’s not much dif- 
ference as far as capability is concerned. 
But for sure, Division 2 soccer is cleaner. 
We have six players in our side who have 
played in the top grade in Holland, but they 
are being stopped from showing their real 
ability — often by Rugby-style tactics. If 
this is the way they are welcoming us into 
the First Division, we don’t know what is 
becoming of soccer. 
@ HAKOAH are not as adamant as that, 
but they agree soccer in Division 1 is tough. 
The outcome of a match, they say, depends 
largely on the referee and how he interprets 
the rules. If he allows from the start high- 
Jumping and dangerous tackling, players 
are almost certain to take advantage. But 
if the referee stops it before it can develop, 
‘the game is played much fairer. 

In Hakoah’s opinion, games have to be 
played “a bit on the strong side.” But not 
rough stuff. It is up to the referee to con- 
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BILL » Hakoah’s in- 
side-left, was sent off in the 
Wilhelmina game last Saturday by 
referee Woodcock, and therefore 
blotched his spotless lifetime 
record of good behaviour on the 
field.

Referees generally have been very good,” 
Hakoah told us. 

@ Summing up, “Soccer News” adds: 
Players have only themselves to blame if 
they are sent off, for referees give ample 
warnings before they use strong-arm action. 
It’s our experience that referees leniently 
turn the blind eye to many petty squabbles 
and which would lead to marching orders 
in higher class football. 

@ Yet our sympathies are with the referee 
— despite his occasional laxity. Australian 
soccer is not_world class. So don’t expect 
the referees to be. They’ve got a tough job. 
@ Clubs can help themselves by tightening 
up on discipline. Too many can see only one 
side of any argument — their own — and 
it is not unknown for some to actually 
encourage their players to “get in’ when 
they know the opposition is stiff. 

@ So let us have a little common sense from 
all sides. Cut out the rough stuff, boys, and 
get on with the game. And, referees, use 
your authority. We all know that any nit- 
wit can referee a match, but it-takes more 
than a nit-wit to control it. at we 
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SOCCER
